More than 24 million Britons now own a mobile phone, 
according to statistics released yesterday. The growth is 
expected to accelerate in the next few years as the mobile 
phone overtakes the personal computer as the most used 
method of accessing the Internet. No longer a tool only of 
well-heeled travelling executives and plumbers, the 
mobile phone is now' as likely to be found in school 
satchels and shopping bags as in briefcases. 

According to Vodafone, the market leader, of the 24 
million cellphones in use. 11.9 million are prepaid, many 
of which are now used by teenagers. Schools have even 
taken to banning the use of mobile phones in classrooms 
and playgrounds. 

The pre-pay services, using phone cards, have proved the 
most popular with phone users keen to keep their bills 
under control. The advent of 'pay-as-you-go' schemes has 
brought the mobile phone to millions who could not 
previously afford one or failed the necessary credit 
ratings. The average pre-pay customer spends £198 a year 
whereas the typical business customer receives a bill of 
£556 a year. 

Around 40 percent of Britons now have a mobile, but by 
the end of next year, analysts expect the figure to increase 
by at least half. Even then, we w ill lag behind Finland, 
where 71 percent of people own a cellphone. 

Already, analysts are predicting that within a few years 
more people will actually watch the six o'clock news or 
Match of the Day on their mobile phone than on 
television. The phone networks say more people are 
already using their mobiles at six o’clock each evening 
than the BBC claims are watching its evening news 
bulletin. 

At the end of last year, a new technology called WAP. 
which enables the Internet to be viewed on a cellphone 
screen, was introduced. By the end of the year, almost all 
mobiles will be WAP-phones. Mike Caldwell, of 
Vodafone, said: ‘The average person will not realise it is 
the Internet that is coming to them on their mobile phone. 
They'll just use it to watch what they think is television.'

70 In a test this April, Sunahara's 
group fitted cars with equipment 
which fed back information on 
its position, speed and the state 
of its windscreen wipers.

Light Bytes 

A red traffic light isn't usually a 
welcome sight but other Japanese 
researchers have been working 
on something to keep you busy 
while you wait for the lights to 
change. Because they are very 
common and within easy view of 
cars, traffic lights would make 
90 ideal information points for 
Internet cars. Instead of tapping 
your foot while you wait, you'll 
be downloading data - Web 
pages or music files. 

Ordinary traffic lights 
wouldn't work but in Japan local 
councils are installing new traffic 
lights which are capable of 
transmitting vast amounts of 
ioo information in a fraction of a 
second.

It happened on 
a side road, in the bush, near the village of 
Mpango in Ghana. Too dark to fix it. You have 
no idea how dark the night can be. You can stick 
out your hand and not see it. They have nights 
like that. We walked into the village. 

The Nana received us. There is a Nana in 
every village, because Nana means boss, head 
man, a sort of mayor but with more authority ... 
30 The Nana from Mpango was skinny and bald, 
with thin Sudanese lips. My friend Kofi 
introduced us. He explained where 1 was from 
and that they were to treat me as a friend. 

‘I know him.’ my friend said. ‘He’s an 
African.’ 

That is the highest compliment that can be 
paid a European. It opens every door for him. 


The Nana smiled and we shook hands. You 
always greet a Nana by pressing his right hand 
•to between both of your palms. This shows respect. 
He sat us down by the fire, where the elders had 
just been holding a meeting. The bonfire was in 
the middle of a village, and to the left and right, 
along the road, there were other fires. As many 
fires as huts. Perhaps twenty. We could see the 
fires and the figures of the women and the men 
and the silhouettes of the clay huts - they were 
all visible against a night so dark and deep that it 
felt heavy like a weight, 
so Poland. They did not know of any such 
country. The elders looked at me with 
uncertainty, possibly suspicion. I wanted to break 
their mistrust somehow. I did not know how and 
I was tired. 

‘Where are your colonies?' the Nana asked. 

My eyes were drooping, but I became alert. 
People often asked that question. Kofi had asked 
it first, long ago. and my answer was a revelation 
to him. From then on he was always ready for 
60 the question w ith a little speech prepared, 
illustrating its absurdity. 

Kofi answered: ‘They don’t have colonies. 
Nana. Not all white countries have colonies. Not 
all whites are colonialists.

The elders shuddered and smacked their lips. 
They were surprised. Once I would have been 
surprised that they were surprised. But not any 
more.

Kofi explained: ‘For a hundred years they 
taught us that the white is somebody greater, 
super, extra ... only the English travelled around 
the globe.

A second chance of childhood 


As Britain's drug addicts get younger and younger, a 
unique rehabilitation centre in the heart of the English 
countryside is helping children come off heroin. 

Report by Angela Neustatter. 

Laura Hardiman*. 16. is sitting on a sofa in 
Middlegate Lodge, a unique drug rehabilitation 
centre which takes the youngest addicts in the 
country. They live there like a family in a converted 
farmhouse. Alongside the detoxification programme, 
the centre focusses on building up both physical and 
psychological health - a lot of the children are 
maladjusted after years of drug abuse and mistrust 
people who try to help them. They are given help 
10 with how to communicate, make relationships and 
deal with conflict. Homeopathic remedies, massage, 
yoga and relaxation are part of the daily routine. 
Because people on drugs often don't eat. they tend to 
arrive very skinny or even suffering from 

malnutrition. (1).. and are taught about 

nutrition, food hygiene and how to cook. 

Laura has just completed the first stage of the 
programme to free her from her heroin addiction. She 
sits looking out at fields as far as the eye can see. 

20 Tossing shiny, blonde hair from her shoulders, she 
remembers Sunday walks in the countryside with her 
mum and dad; meals in the dining-room where an 
open fire blazed; curling up on the sofa in the sitting- 
room to watch a video with her mother and brother;

were proud of their pretty, healthy daughter. 

Three years ago her happy childhood disappeared. 
All 1 had in my mind was getting the heroin 1

Laura is one of the lucky ones to have a place at 
Middlegate Lodge. She tells how she came to be here. 
At the age of 13 she began mixing with a group of 
teenage dropouts who spent their time in a disused 
block of flats where heroin dealers did their business, 
it all happened so easily; ‘I was offered some heroin 
to smoke and I wanted more. I didn’t use other drugs. 

40 I went straight on to heroin.' (3) .. but 

later, she says. 'I began to see the horrors. But it was 
too late to get out by then. 1 needed the drugs.’ 

It still horrifies Laura’s mother. Juliet, a social 
w orker, and her father. Bob. the manager of a

‘Someone else’s mother phoned and said my daughter 
was on heroin. I listened in disbelief. Heroin is a 
word you've heard from another world, but you never 
dream it will come into your world.

2 when it does not matter which particular 
person/thing we are talking about, e.g. when we 
mention the person/thing as an example of a group 
or category: 

We need a new computer, the old one doesn't work 
anymore. 

2.1b the definite article the 

We use the: 

1 when the person we are talking to knows precisely 
which person/thing we are talking about and can 
easily identify the person/thing: 

Did you know that the bakery is closing down?. 

2 with things which are unique: 

The moon helped us find our way home in the dark. 

3 with the names of rivers ( the Nile, the Amazon, the 
Rio Grande), seas and oceans ( the Baltic Sea, the 
Atlantic, the Dead Sea), mountain ranges (the Rocky 
Mountains, the Andes, the Alps), and groups of islands 
(the Bahamas, the Shetlands, the Canary Islands): 

4 with names of countries if they are plural ( the 
Netherlands, the Philippines) or contain a common 
noun ( the United Kingdom, the Czech Republic): 

5 with a singular noun to talk about the whole 
category or concept, or a type (of machine/animal 
etc.): 

The plane is the fastest means of transport. 

The African elephant is an endangered species. 

• Compare the sentences: 

We really must wash the car today. 

(We are talking about one specific car.) 

I think the car is the most practical invention of 
the twentieth century. (We are talking about the 
car as a concept, cars in general.) 

6 with an adjective to talk about groups of people 
who are characterised by one feature: 

the poor, the rich, the disabled, the unemployed, 
the dead 

The verb is always plural: 

The unemployed are always at a disadvantage. 

2.1c No article 

We don't use an article before: 

1 plural and uncountable nouns when we refer to 
things in general: 

1 think mobile phones have as many advantages as 
disadvantages. 

Where does coffee grow? 

2 the names of continents (Africa, Europe), 

towns (Budapest, New York), lakes (Lake Victoria, Lake 
Erie), single mountains (Mont Blanc, Kilimanjaro), 


single islands (Majorca, Sicily), countries (France, 
Turkey), airports, stations and streets (Tegel Airport, 
Paddington Station, Bond Street) 

There are some exceptions to this rule, e.g. The Hague. 

2.Id Fixed phrases with and without articles 

There are a lot of fixed phrases with and without 
articles, which do not follow any rules, as the 
following examples show. 

• Phrases with the: 

at the office, on the radio, in the end, on the one 
hand ...on the other hand, on the whole, give 
somebody the sack, late in the day, break the ice. 
by the way 

• Phrases with a: 

in a day, in a way, give somebody a helping hand, 
have a heart, come to a head 

• Phrases without articles: 

at school day by day, in bed, in hospital on TV, 
face to face, on business, on holiday, on behalf of, 
from left to right 

3 EMPHATIC STRUCTURES 
3.1 Cleft sentences 

We use cleft sentences in both formal and informal 
language to put more emphasis on particular words: 
He wants to buy a Mercedes. CC It's a Mercedes that 
he wants to buy. (emphasis on Mercedes) 

We took the final decision yesterday night. It was 
yesterday night that we took the final decision. 
(emphasis on yesterday night) 

Peter told me the true story. c£> It was Peter (not 
Mike) who/that told me the true story, (emphasis on 
Peter) 

In these sentences we use the pronoun who or that 
when the emphasis is on the subject/doer and we use 
the pronoun that when the emphasis is on another 
part of the sentence. 

Similar structures are: 

I'm dreaming about a cup of tea. Cv What I'm 
dreaming about is a cup of tea. (emphasis on a cup 
of tea) 

We must talk to Jill first. What we must do first 
is talk to Jill, (emphasis on talking to Jill) 

I only want a glass of water. All I want is a glass 
of water, (emphasis on a glass of water) 

He’s only after her money. All he's after is her 
money, (emphasis on her money) 
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3.2 Inversion 

3.2a After negative adverbs 

We use inversion in formal/written language to make 
what we write or say sound stronger, more emphatic. 

To do this we put a negative adverb at the beginning 
of the sentence and use the word order of questions. 

I have never felt so humiliated before. Never 
have I felt so humiliated. 

We seldom have a chance to witness such acts of 
courage. Seldom do we have a chance to 
witness such acts of courage. 

The man dropped to the floor just after he had drunk 
the wine. No sooner had the man drunk the 
wine than he dropped to the floor. 

We didn't know that he was planning to sell the 
company. c(' Little did we know that he was 
planning to sell the company. 

4 MODAL VERBS AND EXPRESSIONS 

Meaning/Use Examples 

Obligation and necessity 

• obligation that comes from the speaker 

• obligation/necessity that results from external 

circumstances or rules 

• past obligation or necessity 

Lack of obligation/necessity 

• lack of obligation that comes from the speaker • You needn't do anything, well arrange everything. 

• lack of obligation/necessity that results from • You don't have to carry your ID card with you all the 

external circumstances or rules time. 

• lack of obligation/necessity in the past • We didn't have to carry our school books when we were 

in primary school. 

• when someone did not do something because it was • He didn't need to drive himself, he had a chauffeur. 

not necessary 

• when someone did something although it was unnecessary • I didn't know the classes were cancelled - I needn't have 

got up so early. 

Permission

• request for permission (from the most to the least formal) • May I sit here? / Could I have a look at your notes? 

Can I leave my luggage here for a moment? 

Prohibition 

• very formal prohibition that comes from an authority • Passengers may not smoke on board the aircraft. 

• prohibition that comes from the speaker • We mustn't say anything that could hurt her. 

• neutral prohibition • You can't smoke here. 

We are not allowed to eat in the computer room. 

Advice/weak obligation 

• asking for advice • What shall I do now? / What should I do with this? 

• giving advice and stating obligations/expectations • You should think before you speak. / She shouldn't smoke 

so much. / They ought to drive more carefully. 


• You must tell me all about your new boyfriend. 

• I have to wear a tie at work. 

• We had to change all the locks after the robbery. 


He didn't only give her flowers, he bought her a silver 
bracelet as well. ^ Not only did he give her 
flowers, but he bought her a silver bracelet as well. 
Such sentences are very rare in spoken English, 
unless someone wants to sound very formal. 

3.2b In conditionals 

We can also use emphatic inversion in the Third 
Conditional without if. 

If I had known how to say this in Hungarian, I 
wouldn't have had all these problems. C* Had I 
known how to say this in Hungarian, I wouldn't have 
had all these problems. 

If Mike had been there, he would've lent me the 
money, cj Had Mike been there, he would've lent 
me the money.

2 The past ('passive') participle usually says what 
is/was done to the person/thing: 

He was robbed on the way home, 
the lost key, a forgotten Hollywood star

Uses 

1 In tenses: 

They have been working very hard. 
(present participle + continuous tenses) 
I’ve talked to John this morning. 

(past participle + perfective tenses) 

2 In the passive (past participle): 

He has been interviewed by the BBC. 










3 As adjectives: 

a smiling shop assistant, a fascinating story, 
a broken heart, an injured man 

4 In participle clauses used instead of full relative 
clauses (reduced relative clauses): 

I saw two men trying to break into my car. (• I saw 
two men who were trying to break into my car.) 

It's the wreck of a ship sunk during the Second World 
War (° It's the wreck of a ship which was sunk during 
the Second World War.) 

5 In participle clauses used as adverbial clauses: 
Knowing I would be late, I phoned home. 

Handled with care, this car can serve you for many years. 
Having reached the summit, they saw a breathtaking 
view of the valley. 

6 THE PASSIVE 

Uses 

1 When the doer (person or thing performing the 
action) is unknown: 

The building has been completely refurbished. 

2 To focus on the action rather than the doer: 

The new policy will be introduced step by step. 

3 To avoid a very long subject in an active sentence: 
Princess Diana's dress was bought by a famous 
fashion designer, who wants to open a museum of 
celebrity clothes. (= A famous fashion designer, who 
wants to open a museum of celebrity clothes, bought 
Princess Diana's dress.) 

4 When we want to put emphasis on the doer: 

The project is going to be sponsored by UNESCO. 

The passive is used mainly in formal and written 
language. It is very typical of newspaper language. 

Form 

To form the passive we use the appropriate form of 
be + third form of the verb: 

The room is cleaned daily. (Present Simple) 

I think we were being observed. (Past Continuous) 
When we arrived at the auction, the painting had just 
been sold for half a million dollars. (Past Perfect) 

He's going to be defeated this time, (be going to) 

We will be offered a contract for building the new 
shopping centre in town. (Future) 

Apart from passive forms of tenses we can use some 
other passive forms: 

Passive infinitive: It's nice to be taken seriously. 
Passive gerund: We liked being praised by the teacher. 
Passive perfect infinitive: The train may have been 
delayed by the storm.

7 PRONOUNS 

We use the following pronouns in English. 

1 Personal (subject) pronouns I, you, he, she, it, we, 
they: 

She's my best friend. 

They can't go there without me. 

2 Personal (object) pronouns me, you, him, her, it, 
us, them: 

I've never met her before. 

Let's tell them what we think. 

3 Indefinite pronouns e.g. someone, something, 
anywhere, nobody, nothing: 

We didn't see anyone in front of the building. 

Nothing will make her happier. 

4 Possessive pronouns mine, yours, his, hers, ours, 
theirs: 

This umbrella isn't mine, it must be hers. 

5 Demonstrative pronouns this, that, these, those: 
This is the kind of music I can't stand. 

I like these more. 

6 Reflexive pronouns myself, yourself, himself, 
herself, itself, ourselves, yourselves, themselves: 

She cut herself very badly. 

I like myself better than anyone else. 

7 Emphatic pronouns myself, yourself, himself, 
herself, itself, ourselves, yourselves, themselves: 

I cooked all this myself. 

The ceremony was opened by the Queen herself. 

8 Reciprocal pronouns each other, one another. 
They've always been in love with each other. 

In my family we often give presents to one another. 

9 Relative pronouns who, which, that, whose, whom, 
where, when: 

We should do something that would cheer her up. 

They spent their honeymoon in the mountain resort 
where they had met for the first time. 

10 The pronouns one and you (= anyone). These are 
used to say things about people in general. One is 
used in formal language, whereas you is less formal: 
You can be robbed anywhere in the world. 

One should always consider various options before 
taking a decision. 

Iff) Possessive adjectives (my, your, his, her, its, our, 
their) are not pronouns because they cannot replace 
a noun. Compare the sentences: 

This is her mug. This mug is hers. 



8 PERSUASION 

When we want to tell other people what they should 
do, we use different forms in formal and informal 
language. 

1 In formal language we use: 

• ought + to infinitive: 

The media ought to devote more attention to the 
issue of homelessness. 

• demand/insist/suggest that + subject + should do 
something/present tense/subjunctive (same form 
as infinitive): 

I insist that the student who did this should be 
severely punished. 

I suggest that we postpone the meeting until 
next week. 

We demanded that they move the nightclub to a 
safer area, (the most formal pattern of the three) 

• It's high time + subject + past tense (formal, 
usually used by someone in higher authority): 

It's high time the local authorities started 
listening to the voice of the community. 

2 In informal language we can use If I were you. I'd 
+ infinitive: 

If I were you. I'd take up a sport. 

I'd (I would) rather + subject + past tense: 

I'd rather you didn't play that music here. 

You'd/You had better + infinitive: 

You'd better concentrate now. 

It's about time + subject + past tense: 

Its about time you started helping at home. (This 
form sounds rude unless you use it when addressing a 
close friend or a family member.) 

I'd sooner you + past tense (This is rather formal and 
indicates the speaker's clear preference): 

I'd sooner they didn't use the park for skateboarding. 

3 In both formal and informal language we can use 
should + infinitive: 

We should get to know each other better. 

9 RELATIVE CLAUSES 

9.1 Defining relative clauses 

We use defining relative clauses to identify the 
person or thing we are talking about: 

I know a lot of people who've stopped eating meat. 
We must trace the person whose ticket was issued on 
Saturday morning. 

In defining relative clauses we can use the following 
relative pronouns. 

• who to refer to people: 

I've a friend who has more than ten different pets. 


• which to refer to things, places, etc.: 

I've come across an old photograph of my 
grandmother which was taken in Monte Carlo. 

• that to refer to animals, things, places, etc. 
(instead of which) and sometimes people (instead 
of who): 

The building that you can see on the other side of 
the river is the town hall. 

• whose to talk about possession: 

They have a dog whose barking drives me mad. 

• where to refer to places: 

Do you know a place where we could have a cheap 
meal? 

• when to refer to time: 

I remember the moment when I found out I'd won 
the scholarship. 

We can omit the relative pronoun who, which or that 
in defining relative clauses if the pronoun is not the 
subject of the relative clause, i.e. if the relative 
pronoun is not immediately followed by a verb: 

We all agreed that the club (that) we went to on 
Saturday wasn't worth recommending. 

They are looking for a person (who) they can rely on. 

9.2 Non-defining relative clauses 

We use non-defining relative clauses to give extra 
information about a person or thing: 

The Tate Modem, which is the newest museum in 
London, has excellent facilities for children. 

My father, who's a wonderful cook, promised to make 
a cake for my eighteenth birthday. 

Non-defining relative clauses are always separated 
from the rest of the sentence by commas. We can use 
the same pronouns as in defining relative clauses, 
but NOT that: 

My flat, which/thet I only bought last month, is 
spacious and full of light. 

We can never omit the relative pronoun in a non- 
defining relative clause. 

9.3 Co-ordinate relative clauses 

We use co-ordinate relative clauses (sentential 
relatives) to add a comment to what was said in the 
first part of the sentence: 

The new buses are extremely fast and reliable, which 
makes travelling to work much easier. 

I learned three foreign languages at school, which 
helped me to get an interesting job. 

In these clauses we always use a comma and the 
relative pronoun which (NOT what).

9.4 Reduced relative clauses 

Instead of a full relative clause we can sometimes 
use a participle clause with a present or past 
participle : 

We'll come back to some of the issues that have been 
discussed during today's meeting.

We didn't notice the man following us.

10 REPORTING 

10.1 Reported speech 

1 When we report what someone has said, we 
change the pronouns: 

John: 7 love you.' John said (that) he loved her. 
John: Too promised us a lift to the cinemaJohn 
said (that) we'd promised them a lift to the cinema. 

2 When we report a request or command, we use the 
pattern ask/tell/order someone (not) to + infinitive: 
Susan asked Mike to help her. 

The pilot told us not to panic. 


• a future event that hasn't happened yet at the 
moment of reporting: 

Tony and Louise are getting married next year.' 

She told me that Tony and Louise are getting 
married next year. 

• a past event that happened at a time specified in 
the sentence: 

'My grandmother was born in 1908.’ c£> 

Mary said her grandmother was bom in 1908. 

We change some time and place expressions if the 
context has changed: 

Mike (on 26 April 2000): Til do it tomorrow.’ cC 
Mike said he would do it the next day.

The Past Perfect, and the Second and Third 
Conditionals do not change in reported speech. 

We leave the original tense if we report 

• a general truth: 

The Earth is round.' c£> Galileo said that the 
Earth is round. 

• something that is still true because the context 
hasn't changed: 

‘Russia is the largest country in the world.’ 

The minister explained that Russia is the largest 
country in the world. 


10.1b Reported questions 

In reported questions we use asked, wanted to know 
+ when, where, how, what, why, who. We use the 
same word order as in statements: 

Where do you live? She asked me where I lived. 

How old are you? He wanted to know how old I 
was. 

If the reporting verb is in the past we change the 
tenses in the same way as we do when we report a 
statement. If there is no question word, we add if or 
whether. 

Do you speak English? She wants to know if I 
speak English. 

Have they been to Rome? She wanted to know 
whether they had been to Rome. 

10.2 Reporting verbs 

We can use the following verbs when reporting what 
someone said. 

• Verb + (somebody) that: 

add, admit, agree, announce, believe, boast, claim, 
complain, declare, deny, explain, insist, remind, 
suggest, warn 

He added that his country was preparing for war. 
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• Verb + somebody to do something: 
advise, beg, forbid, order, promise 
They advised me to consult a lawyer. 

• Verb + to do something: 

agree, offer, promise, refuse, threaten 
She agreed to sponsor the charity concert. 

• Verb + doing something: admit, deny, suggest 
The boy admitted lying to his parents. 

• Verb + if/whether, inquire, wonder 

I inquired whether the train was on time. 

10.3 Impersonal report structures 

1 When we report what people generally believe or 
say, we can use the subject It and the passive of 
certain verbs {say, know, believe, claim, suppose, 
think, fear, predict). This sentence structure is formal 
and is mainly used in written English. 

It is believed that elephants have a very good memory. 
It was supposed that the prisoner had already escaped. 

2 We can also start the sentence from the 
person/thing that the information concerns and use 
the pattern, subject + passive + infinitive: 

It is known that bears like honey. 

- Bears are known to like honey. 

• We use an ordinary infinitive if the opinion 
reported is about something that happened at the 
time of reporting: 

It was believed that Humphrey Bogart was similar 
to the characters he played. 

= Humphrey Bogart was believed to be similar to 
the characters he played. 

• We use the perfect infinitive if the opinion 
reported is about something that happened before 
the time of reporting: 

It is thought that the reporter was kidnapped. 

=» The reporter is thought to have been kidnapped. 

11 TENSES AND VERB FORMS 
11.1 Present tenses 

11.la Present Simple 

We use the Present Simple to talk about 

• general truths: 

Ice melts when it's heated. 

• activities that are repeated regularly: 

I drink six cups of coffee every day. 

• permanent situations and states: 

We like our neighbourhood. 

• future facts: 

The concert starts at 7 p.m. 


11.1b Present Continuous 

We use the Present Continuous to talk about: 

• activities in progress at the time of speaking: 

A: Where are you? 

B: I'm having a shower. 

• temporary routines or habits: 

These days we're getting up at 6 a.m. to go 
jogging on the beach. 

• arrangements for the future: 

We're flying back home on Friday. 

11.lc Present Perfect 

We use the Present Perfect to talk about things that 
happened in the past when we look back on them 
from the present perspective. 

• past events with consequences in the present: 

The match has been cancelled. (We can't watch it) 

• single or repeated events in the past when it 
doesn't matter when they happened: 

I have driven a lorry, (at some time in my life) 

• past situations that continue up till now: 

I've lived here all my life. 

11.Id Present Perfect Continuous 

We use the Present Perfect Continuous to talk about: 

• a repeated or continuous activity that started in 
the past and isn't necessarily finished: 

Who have you been going out with recently? 

• an activity from the recent past which has 
consequences in the present: 

She's been peeling onions. (... that's why she's 
got tears in her eyes.) 

11.2 Past tenses 

11.2a Past Simple 

We use the Past Simple to talk about single/repeated 
events in the past when we know when they happened: 
We talked to Peter after the prize-giving ceremony. 

I went to the cinema a lot when I was at university. 

11.2b Past Continuous 

We use the Past Continuous tense to talk about: 

• activities that continued for some time in the past: 
We were dancing all night. 

• activities that form a background to past events: 

I was thinking about what I was going to do next 
when someone put their hand on my shoulder. 


11.2c Past Perfect 

We use the Past Perfect to talk about an event or 
situation in the past which happened before another 
past event: 

We couldn't open the door because the caretaker 
had put a new lock on it. 

11.2d Past Perfect Continuous 

We use the Past Perfect Continuous to talk about 
longer activities in the past that happened before 
another past event: 

I realised he had been cheating since the beginning 
of the game. 

11.3 Future 

11.3a Present Simple 

We use the Present Simple to talk about future facts, 
especially officially arranged events and timetables: 
My train leaves in twenty minutes and arrives in Paris 
at 10.30 a.m. 

The UN Secretary-General arrives in Bucharest at 
18.00 hours. 

11.3b Present Continuous 

We use the Present Continuous to talk about future 
events that we have arranged: 

I'm leaving tonight. 

Are you going to school tomorrow? 

11.3c to be going to 

We use to be going to + infinitive to express an 
intention: 

I'm going to relax more this year. 

or a prediction based on something we can observe: 

The meeting is going to take more time than expected. 

11.3d will + infinitive 

We use will + infinitive to express a sudden decision 
made at the moment of speaking: 

I'll get in touch. 

to make a prediction based on our beliefs: 

They'll probably forget to bring the food. 
to make a request: 

Will you get me 7 he Independent from the 
newsagent's? 
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11.3e Future Continuous 

{will + progressive infinitive) 

We use the Future Continuous to talk about activities 
that will be in progress at a certain time in the 
future: 

At this time on Saturday I'll be dancing at your 
wedding. 

We'll be decorating the Christmas tree in the morning. 

11.3f Future Perfect 

We use the Future Perfect to talk about actions that 
will be completed before a certain time in the future: 
By the end of the month we will have done ten exams. 
Will you have eaten something by the time you get 
here? 

11.3g Time clauses 

In time clauses referring to the future, after when, as 
soon as, until, before and after, we do NOT use will. 

• We use the either the Present Simple: 

When you see her, you'll see how much she's 
changed. 

• or the Present Perfect, if we want to emphasise 
the fact that this action will be finished before 
the other one happens: 

When you've finished. I’ll show you something. 

I'll finish this as soon as I've made myself a cup 
of tea. 

11.4 Progressive (continuous) tenses 
and verb forms 

We use the progressive/continuous rather than non¬ 
progressive aspect: 

1 when we want to say that an activity is/was in 
progress at the moment of speaking and is/was not 
finished: 

The man was buying a newspaper. 

(He was in the process of buying it.) 

The man bought a newspaper. 

(He paid for it and walked away.) 

I've been thinking about your offer. 

(I'm still thinking about it.) 

I've thought about your offer. 

(I've finished thinking about it and I know what 
to do.) 

2 when we want to suggest that an activity is 
temporary rather than permanent: 

My grandfather was working in this company during 
the war. (only for some time) 

My grandfather worked in this company. 

(permanently)

We're playing a lot of football this week. 

(temporary activity) 

Michael Owen plays football. 

(That's his permanent job.) 

3 when we refer to a prolonged or repeated action 
rather than a single event: 

She was nodding throughout his speech, (repeatedly) 
She nodded when I asked if she was OK. (once) 

She's spoken to me. (once) 

She's been speaking to me. (for some time) 

Apart from progressive (continuous) tenses (Present 
Continuous, Past Continuous, Present Perfect 
Continuous, Past Perfect Continuous, Future 
Continuous), we also use the progressive infinitive to 
express similar meanings: 

He seems to be working very hard, (ordinary 
progressive infinitive) - describes an activity in 
progress at the time of the action expressed by the 
main verb. 

They were supposed to be listening to Mozart on the 
radio, (ordinary progressive infinitive) 

He might have been smoking too much, (perfective 
progressive infinitive) - describes a prolonged 
activity before the moment of speaking. 

11.5 Perfective tenses and verb forms 

We use the perfective aspect to say that something 
happened before a certain point in time: . 

They've been working on this new type of engine for 
some time, (before/until now) 

He had left before we managed to say goodbye to 
him. (before a moment in the past) 

I had been studying English literature but I did my 
MA in Irish history, (before a moment in the past) 

We will have finished this job by 10 p.m. (before a 
moment in the future) 

Having walked more than ten miles, I felt hungry and 
exhausted, (before a time in the past) 

She must have learned her French in France, (before 
now) 

Apart from perfective tenses (Present Perfect, Present 
Perfect Continuous, Past Perfect, Past Perfect 
Continuous, Future Perfect), we also use other 
perfective verb forms. 

1 Perfect infinitive (describes something that 
happened before the action expressed in the main 
verb): 

They seemed to have lost their way. (ordinary perfect 
infinitive) 

She must have been invited by Jonathan, (passive 
perfect infinitive) 

2 Perfective -ing forms (describe actions that 


happened before the action expressed in the main 
verb): 

I forgot having eaten all the strawberries, (perfective 
gerund) 

Having parked the car he took out the map of the 
area, (perfective participle - written English) 

12 VERB PATTERNS 

12.1 used to, be used to, get used to 

1 We use used to + infinitive to talk about things 
that happened regularly in the past and do not 
happen any more: 

1 used to watch TV a lot. (But now I don’t.) 

2 We use be used to + -ing form of the verb or a 
noun to say that we are very familiar with something: 
We're used to working at night. 

She's not used to standing for so long. 

We're used to the noise of aeroplane engines above 
our house. 

3 We use get used to + -ing form of the verb or a 
noun to describe the process of becoming familiar 
with something: 

During the expedition we got used to drinking only 
boiled water. 

I couldn't get used to eating a big breakfast when I 
first came to Britain. 

When we moved to Australia, it took me some time to 
get used to the Australian accent. 

12.2 see, hear, watch, notice 

1 We use the pattern see/hear/watch/notice 
somebody do something when we want to say that 
we witnessed the completed action and we know how 
it ended: 

1 watched the burglars enter the house. 

(I saw them inside the house.) 

We heard John scream 'Help' and then he 
disappeared. (We heard the whole scream.) 

2 We use the pattern see/hear/watch/notice 
somebody doing something when we want to say that 
we witnessed the action in progress: 

We heard him singing some old Frank Sinatra hits. 

I noticed them holding hands in the cinema.
